Meeting 
vows to fight 
plans to 
drill in Vale 


CONCERNED Cowbridge 
residents were out in force last 
Wednesday (June 26) to voice 
their feelings on the controver¬ 
sial issue of drilling for shale 
gas in the Vale. 

The meeting was held in Cowbridge 
Town Hall- to “give a public forum to 
the subject of fracking”. 

Spokesman Rob McGhee told The 
GEM: “The meeting was well-attend¬ 
ed with representatives from national 
organisations who are seeking a ban 
on fracking activity throughout 
Wales.” 

Three planning applications for 
exploratory drilling have been made 
by Coastal Oil & Gas, a Bridgend 
company, centring on Llantrithyd, 
Dyffryn and again at Llandow. 

Rob McGhee said: “Major concerns 
were raised about key issues, such as 
the risk of ground and surface water 
contamination; damage to property 
from earth tremors caused by drilling 
activity and the mass influx of heavy 
lorries.” 

Louise Evans of ‘The Vale Says No’ 
campaign said: “People seem to be 
unaware of the fact that the gas extrac¬ 
tion process requires, not just one or 
two wells to be drilled but hundreds, 
each requiring thousands of gallons of 
water to be tankered in and chemical

waste to be removed. 

“In response to my concerns about 
the drilling process, I am often told 
that all necessary safeguards will be 
put in place, to avoid risking human 
health or environmental damage. 

“However, once this process is 
started, there is no room for error. It 
only takes one fault to occur and the 
damage is done - the effects being 
widespread and long-lasting. 

“Do we really want to put short¬ 
term gain over the health of our com¬ 
munities and irreversibly damage the 
natural environment in the Vale?” 

Rob McGhee added: “The outcome 
of the meeting was for action to be 
taken to raise awareness of the impacts 
that gas drilling will have in the Vale. 

“Specific focus is to be placed on an 
appeal to the local landowners who are 
negotiating with Coastal Oil & Gas. 

“A petition is also being organised 
and this will be sent to the Welsh 
Assembly, in a bid to stop fracking 
activity in Wales.

Is Cemetery 
lost golden 


Approach a 
opportunity? 


T HE political grapevine indicates 
that a report may go to the Vale 
cabinet, concerning the future of 
Cemetery Approach. 

This valuable urban open space was saved from 
unsuitable housing development by the people of 
Barry, 11,300 of whom signed a protest petition. 

The Save Cemetery Approach Action Group, of 
which I was secretary and press officer, launched 
the campaign and prepared compelling evidence 
that forced the developers to pull out of a scheduled 
public inquiry. 

The action group proposed that the area should 
be developed as a community project in partnership 
with the borough and town council with local peo¬ 
ple having a key input into any proposals. 

The consultation undertaken by the Vale, howev¬ 
er, has been a total sham. 

During our campaign to save Cemetery 
Approach, suggestions from townspeople included 
the land being linked to the adjacent Barry 
Cemetery as a conservation area to include limited 
parking for cemetery visitors; a mother and child 
play and rest area; a garden section suitable for use 
by disabled people and children, perhaps enlisting 
the ‘green finger’ skills of local allotment holders. 
Some thought that an occasional open-air ‘shop’

I F we are to 
believe what we 
read on Twitter, 
Cemetery Approach 
will again be con¬ 
sidered by the 
council cabinet. 

During the election, 
the Labour Party prom¬ 
ised to ‘give the public a 
bigger say on the things 
that really matter to 
them and listen to their 
views’ and also to con¬ 
sult the public on 
Cemetery Approach, but 
the process conducted by 
the council was less than 
satisfactory. 

A single individual 
could have submitted 
many responses and 
allotments were given a 
favourable emphasis; 
even though the council 
had previously said the 
ground was unsuitable. 


Perhaps this time, the 
cabinet can come up 
with an imaginative 
decision. A way forward 
that involves people who 
care about the location, 
who value this town- 
scape, and are willing to 
work together to achieve 
a desirable outcome. 

The council’s corpo¬ 
rate plan refers to ‘a new 
kind of relationship and 
cooperation between cit¬ 
izens and local govern¬ 
ment’ . 

Cemetery Approach 
provides an excellent 
opportunity for the coun¬ 
cil to implement this 
plan, potentially result¬ 
ing in the enrichment of 
a much-loved approach 
to the cemetery.

These various ideas - or any others that were 
feasible - would have enabled the borough council 
to set a fine example of how initiatives run jointly 
by communities and councils can promote a better 
environment and enhance the area we live in. 

However, these ideas seem to have been given 
short shrift by the Vale’s so-called consultation 
process, even though Groundwork Wales and other 
voluntary organisations expressed interest in the 
site’s potential - as an exemplar of what could be 
achieved by the two councils and the community 
working together. 

If this is the case, then the local authority has 
missed a golden opportunity because such a scheme 
would have stood a good chance of attracting con¬ 
siderable external funding, an invaluable boost in 
these straitened times.

“My relation is fre¬ 
quently given useless 
foreign coins in change 
from one or other of 
the shops and, of 
course, is unable to 
notice. 

“The fact that some¬ 
one had probably given 
the shop the ‘duff’ 
coins in the first place 
is neither here nor 


there because the shop 
assistant should be able 
to check what is given 
to them. 

“In passing them on, 
especially to someone 
who is vulnerable, I 
would point out that 
two wrongs don’t make 
a right!” 

Most recently, Mr 
Madsen says his rela¬ 
tive received German 
and Spanish coins. 

He added: “To those 
who are often know¬ 
ingly taking advantage 
of a person who is visu¬ 
ally impaired, I say you 
are both dishonest and 
despicable.” 

The police told The 
GEM that instances 
such as the one reported 
by Mr Madsen were 
civil matters which 
could be referred to 
Trading Standards.

Daniel helps out 
African charity 


A man from 
Zimbabwe has been 
publicising the 
River Africa charity 
with a number of 
collection days in 
south Wales - and 
last Friday, June 28, 
he was in Holton 
Road, Barry. 

Daniel Nadzo (41) a 
web designer who now 
lives in south Wales, 
wants people to know 
how the cause is helping 
African women to sur¬ 
vive childbirth and those 
suffering from HIV. 

Daniel said: “The aim 
is to help to reduce the 
amount of women who 
are dying in childbirth, 
and instances of mothers 
passing on HIV to 
babies. 

“Some mothers do not 
live long enough to raise 
their children.” 

Although he is thou¬ 
sands of miles from 
Zimbabwe, Daniel has 
not forgotten his home¬ 
land and says he is 
inspired by the example 
set by his mother 
Rosemary, who died in 
2003 

He explained: “She 
was a schoolteacher and 
did a lot for the commu¬ 
nity.” 

Daniel plans to run the 
Cardiff Half Marathon on 
October 6 to raise money 
for the cause. He also 
hopes to arrange for a 
walk to the top of Mount 
Kilimanjaro which 
would include women 
from both Zimbabwe and 
the United Kingdom who 
are living with HIV, so 
they can learn from each 
other’s experiences. 

Daniel said: “From its 
inception River Africa 
has been run by unpaid 
Welsh volunteers, and 
will continue to be run by 
volunteers for its life¬ 
time. 

“We aim to reduce the 
incidence of maternal 
mortality in hard-to- 
reach rural communities 
in Zimbabwe through the 
implementation of ante¬ 
natal and postpartum

“The care will be dis¬ 
pensed through purpose- 
built mother and baby 
hospitals which are sup¬ 


ported by the use of a 
fully integrated maternal 
mobile clinic.

GLOOM FOR WALES 


T HE Welsh 
economy has 
suffered 

greatly following 
the global reces¬ 
sion; sluggish 
growth has been 
compounded by sig¬ 
nificant cuts to our 
capital budget by 
the UK 

Government, with 
no better news for 
Wales in the 
Spending Review 
announcements last 
week, apart from 
the welcome 
prospects of an 
announcement 
soon, on the M4 
and the Silk 
Commission. 

That was the mes¬ 
sage I gave to a packed 
seminar this week,which 
was focusing on our 
infrastructure needs in 
Wales. 

But I went on to say 
that we are determined, 
as a Welsh Government, 
to boost our investment 
with new ways of 
financing capital proj¬ 
ects, such as schools and 
housing, as well as our 
roads and transport 


infrastructure. 

To clarify what the 
Chancellor’s statement 
last week means for 
Wales, he announced 
that there would be a 2 
per cent cut between 
2014 and 2016 and over¬ 
all, our budget in 2015- 
16 will be £280m lower 
in real terms than in 
2014-15. 

These cuts come on 
top of those we have 
already had to manage 
since 2010. 

So, by 2015-16, our 
Welsh Government 
budget will be lower by 
£1.680m in real terms 
than it was in 2010-11. 

I have called - and 
will continue to call - on 
the UK Government to 
increase capital budgets 
to boost infrastructure 
investment to stimulate 
the economy. 

However, our capital 
funding allocation from 
the UK Government is 
now set at £1.46bn for 
this spending round, of 
which £179m has been 
earmarked for financial 
transactions - i.e. to be 
repaid. 

We will have £4bn 
less capital available 
over the next 10 years 
than we had in the last 
decade. As I said at the

Contractors Association

Last year, I launched 
our Wales Infrastructure

Wales programme for 
16-25 year olds. 

Last week, negotia¬ 
tions on the EU Budget 
were concluded, leading 
to a welcome announce¬ 
ment of just over £2bn 
being made available for 
Wales, with a favourable 
regional distribution 
between west Wales and 
the Valleys, and east 
Wales - where the Vale 
is located. 

I was able to congrat¬ 
ulate Derek Vaughan 
MEP for the key role he 
has played in securing 
this result, working with 
the Welsh Government 
to make the case for 
Wales. 

Tackling Poverty 
through sustainable 
employment will play a 
key part in the delivery 
of these funds.

Dinas Powys cannabis

Judge David Wynn 
Morgan had adjourned 
sentence for a possible 
order to be made for the 
structure to be demol¬ 
ished. 

Prosecutor Tony Trigg 
said the cannabis plants 
had a possible yield 
worth up to £20,000. 

He was sentenced to 
32 weeks imprisonment, 
suspended for two years, 
and made subject to a 
six-month electronically 
tagged 8pm to 8am cur¬ 
few. 

The Judge said that a 
report indicated that the 
shed had been a signifi¬ 
cant space for Redclift to 
grow the drug without 
disturbing his family. 

But now, he said, by 
demolishing the shed he 
had taken the matter into 
his own hands and indi¬ 
cated a change of atti¬ 
tude. 

He said the shed was 
nothing more than a 
cannabis factory and 
Redclift had to be pun¬ 


ished for his fourth con¬ 
viction for growing the 
drug. 

He also said Redclift 
had refused to co-operate 
with the probation serv¬ 
ice and therefore a com¬ 
munity order would have 
been a waste of time. 

Earlier, Mr Hughes 
said: “Redclift had been 
alive to the thinking of 
the court, and certain 
options were discussed 
and the shed had been 
demolished.” 

A solicitor had visited 
the site, which was now 
completely clear. 

Mr Hughes added that 
a compelling aspect of 
the case was that Redclift 
had abandoned the mis¬ 
use of cannabis, and thus 
the whole spectrum 
regarding sentencing 
options had changed. 

“He has deprived him¬ 
self of the property and in 
a way has sentenced him¬ 
self,” said Mr Hughes.

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In hard times, the Vale 
needs a better deal... 


L AST week, the 
Chancellor 
announced his 
Spending Review for 
2015/16, which needed to 
address some difficult 
issues. 

When this Government 
came into power, it had to 
address one of the biggest 
economic crises since the 
Second World War. 

While it is never straight¬ 
forward, Britain is moving 
out of intensive care - from 
rescue to recovery. 

It shows how the 
Government will continue to 
cut the deficit. It prioritises 
investment in infrastructure 
to equip Britain to compete 
in the global race, and it 
ensures fairness for people 
who work hard and want to 
get on by further reforming 
welfare and capping welfare 
spending. 

Although the deficit has 
been cut by a third since the 
election, more needs to be 
done. In spite of the cuts that 
have taken place over that 
time, we are still borrowing 
£8.8 billion a year (down 
from the forecast £12.2bil- 
lion). 

Cuts to Wales are to be 
two per cent over three years 
and the Welsh Government 
block grant for 2015-16 will 
remain the same as for 2014- 
2015, at £13.6 billion. 

In reality, the Welsh fund¬ 
ing levels in comparison with 
England will increase slightly

over the next three years. 

At long last, I was delight¬ 
ed that a commitment has 
been given to build a new 
motorway south of Newport. 
This is long overdue and is 
the gateway to business 
across south Wales. 

It was cancelled twice over 
the last 15 years. I have been 
reassured that this time, it 
will be built. 

S4C was suspected as a 
possible casualty in the 
spending review but I was 
delighted that its budget was 
protected. In fact, it is the 
only part of the culture budg¬ 
et that has not been cut. 

This was a win for the 
Welsh Conservative MPs who 
worked hard as a team to 
push for absolute continued 
commitment to the Welsh TV 


channel by the UK 
Government. 

At a local level, however, 
we should not accept that it is 
the cuts by central govern¬ 
ment that are causing a 
squeeze on services. 

Yes, there are ways for 
delivering the same or even 
better services in a more effi¬ 
cient way. 

But, if the Vale received its 
fair share of the cake, we 
would receive at least an 
extra £25.6 million a year - if 
we were to receive the same 
level of funding as Cardiff. 

The Vale Council receives 
£202 less per person than is 
granted to Cardiff and £226 
less per person than is given 
to Bridgend. 

When lack of funding is 
used as a reason to cut back 
services locally, the reality is 
very different. The Vale does 
not get its fair share from the 
Welsh Government. 

I think that we deserve the 
same level of funding as 
Cardiff. We are being short 
changed. 

After all, it costs the same 
to build a school here in the 
Vale as it does in any other 
community in Wales. The 
cost of a teacher or resurfac¬ 
ing a road is much the same 
in each part of Wales. 

The Vale Council doesn’t 
need to see any cutbacks to its 
services.

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‘The Vale is missing out 
on millions of pounds’ 

‘I’M REALLY ALARMED’ - SAYS MP 


THE Vale is one of 
the poorest funded 
council areas by the 
Welsh 
Government, the 
local MP has said. 

Alun Cairns claims it 
is missing out to the tune 
of millions of pounds a 
year compared to neigh¬ 
bouring councils such as 
Bridgend and Cardiff. 

“I’ve been really 
alarmed,” he told The 
GEM. 

But the Welsh 
Government countered 
Mr Cairns’ assertion, 
arguing that other areas 
had greater needs and 


pointing out assessments 
were made before allo¬ 
cating funds. 

Nearly three quarters 
of all ‘council spend’ is 
received directly from 
the Welsh Government. 

Mr Cairns said he 
requested research data 
from the House of 
Commons library, ask¬ 
ing it to establish the 
total money that the 
Welsh Government dis¬ 
tributes to all councils in 
terms of a ‘per person’ 
spend. 

He said: “The Vale 
receives £202 less per 
person than is granted to 
Cardiff and £226 less 
per person than is given

to Bridgend. 

“If these figures were 
multiplied up to a total, 
according to our popula¬ 
tion, the council could 
have an additional 
£25.6m to spend year in 
year out if the Vale 
received the same level 
of funding as Cardiff. 

“If the Vale was fund¬ 
ed to the same level as 
Bridgend, the Vale 
would receive an addi¬ 
tional £28.6m each year. 

“I’ve been really 
alarmed and disappoint¬ 
ed that the figures for 
2012-2013 funding 
shows that year on year, 
the Vale has lost out 
once again. The differ¬ 
ence is stark. 

“When lack of fund¬ 
ing is used as a reason to 
cut back services, the 
reality is very different. 

He insisted: “We 
don’t get our fair share. I 
am not asking for the 
same level of funding as 
some of the most 
deprived parts of Wales 
but I think it is com¬ 
pletely unfair when 
Cardiff receives £202 
more per person. 

“The least we deserve 


is the same level of 
funding as Cardiff. We 
are being short 
changed.” 

Mr Cairns said that 
what particularly con¬ 
cerned him was that the 
disparity in funding 
between the Vale and 
other areas was growing. 

“The shortfall is get¬ 
ting wider. Last year, 
Cardiff received £126 
extra per person. This 
year, the gap has grown 
to £202. This is simply 
wrong. 

“After all, it costs the 
same to pay to build a 
school here in the Vale 
as it does in any other 
community in Wales. 

“The cost of a teacher 
or resurfacing a road is 
much the same in each 
part of Wales. 

“There is a need for 
further school invest¬ 
ment locally and a sec¬ 
ondary school would 
cost up to £20m. 

“If we were funded 
the same as Bridgend, 
the Vale could build a 
new school every year.” 

Mr Cairns said it was 
time the Welsh 
Government treated the 
Vale fairly. 

“I wrote last year to 
the Assembly's Finance 
Minister asking her to 
review local government

Charity concert 
will be in memory 
of Ray Murray 


AN evening of choral singing 
in Cowbridge tomorrow 
(Friday, July 5) will be held in 
memory of a popular local 
man - Ray Murray. 

Prostate Cymru’s inaugural choral 
night will be an evening of high quali¬ 
ty music and song - dedicated to Ray, 
who was the charity’s founder and 
chairman. 

The Bridgend Male Choir will join 
Pendoylan School Choir in Cowbridge 
Leisure Centre to perform a range of 
songs, from classic Welsh hymns to 
music from the shows. 

A spokesman for Prostate Cymru 
said: “All the money from the concert 
goes towards funding the Green Light 
Laser equipment at the Princess of 
Wales Hospital, Bridgend, and to fund 
robotic surgery in Wales.” 

The charity Glaze was formed by 
Ray and Lyn Murray, and Andy 
Thomas, its trustees, 10 years ago and 
has raised more than half a million 
pounds. 

This was to bring Green Light Laser 
surgery to Wales, as the technique 
made a huge difference to men need¬ 
ing surgery to reduce the size of an 
enlarged prostate. 

Glaze has now been incorporated 
into Prostate Cymru and a small team 
of dedicated ambassadors raise money 
in various ways. 

Prostate Cymru is also campaigning 
to bring robotic surgery to Wales - a 
technique that makes a difference to 
operations for prostate cancer. 

At the moment, men in Wales who 
need such surgery have to have it in 
England, and pay £13,000! Men in 
England can get it free on the NHS. 

The spokesman said: “Sadly, 
Prostate Cymru’s chairman Ray 


Murray passed away last month. The 
charity thought it appropriate to mark 
his hard work and dedication over 10 
years, by renaming the concert the 
‘Ray Murray Inaugural Concert’. 

“Ray worked tirelessly for the char¬ 
ity over the past decade, starting it in 
the front room of his house and mak¬ 
ing it a body with national recogni¬ 
tion.” 

The show at Cowbridge Leisure 
Centre aims to raise cash for the char¬ 
ity but is also a ‘Bon Voyage’ for 13 
intrepid explorers who are heading to 
South America to conquer its highest 
summits. 

Led by charity trustee, Andy 
Thomas and former Welsh internation¬ 
als Bob Norster and Eddie Butler, they 
will be climbing five volcanoes in 
Ecuador - to raise funds for Prostate 
Cymru. 

The hikers who will also climb, 
Chimborazo, Ecuador’s highest moun¬ 
tain - which towers 21,000 feet! 

The spokesman added: “Bob and 
Ed have faced many southern hemi¬ 
sphere challenges on the pitch - but 
this will see them take southern hemi¬ 
sphere danger to a new level.” 

Bridgend Male Choir is conducted 
by Rhiannon Williams-Hale, and the 
Pendoylan Church in Wales Primary 
School Choir is conducted by Debra 
Jones. 

The evening promises to provide a 
feast of music by amateur singers with 
a professional touch.

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Evil villain animation 
is fun for all the family 


B EING a villain 

always seems to be 
more fun than being 
the hero. A casual attitude 
to justice, grandiose evil 
schemes and a gigantic lair 
full of all manner of inter¬ 
esting things - what’s not 
to love about that? 

That idea was the basis for 
2010’s Despicable Me, which 
saw arch-villain Gru’s plans to 
steal the moon scuppered by his 
newfound love for three girls he 
adopted as part of his nefarious 
plan. 

Huge box-office meant that a 
second outing was a certainty, 
and so Despicable Me 2 hits cine¬ 
mas, which sees the newly- 
reformed Gru (voiced by Steve 
Carell), now a father to the three 
girls, hired by the Anti-Villain 
League to work alongside one of 
their top agents Lucy (voiced by 
Kristen Wiig) to track down a 
serum that, in the wrong hands, 
could have devastating conse¬ 
quences. 

Of course, with three girls to 
look after, and his infamous min¬ 
ions nipping at his heels, the task 
is anything but straightforward... 

Animated sequels, much like 
their live-action brethren, are 
notoriously difficult to get right; 
most of the time, an increase in 
spectacle and boundary-pushing 
sacrifices the good feeling gener¬ 
ated from a film’s first outing. 

It is a condition that doesn’t 
affect Despicable Me 2, a film 
that builds on the goodwill of that 
first outing and, while hardly 
breaking new ground in terms of 


its story, builds on it, creating an 
easily watchable and highly 
amusing slice of cinematic enter¬ 
tainment. 

The selling point of the fran¬ 
chise has been Gru’s minions, a 
gaggle of small yellow characters 
speaking what sounds like pid- 
geon French and showing them¬ 
selves to be severely shorn in the 
brains department. 

If you find these little guys 
funny, then you’ll be more than 
comfortable here, the film hang¬ 
ing on their actions when the pac¬ 
ing sags, and their antics hit the 
funny bone square on. 

With their slapstick-style com¬ 
edy, they follow in the tradition 
of the aliens from Toy Story - 
cute, engaging and hilarious, 
something that applies to the 
other characters as well, even if 
the story doesn’t make the most 
of the potential that’s there. 

It teases at ideas either unused 
or underdone - one of the girls’ 
love of violence, Gru’s shunning 
of his previous life as a villain, 
the lack of a mother in the girls’ 
lives. 

The actual story, a predictable 
one with an espionage tint, is 
shorn of any surprise or suspense, 
but carried by the goodwill of the 
characters, it just about works, 
and the younger audience will 
hardly panic about the straightfor¬ 
ward ‘A to B’ nature of the narra¬ 
tive. 

The vocal cast are all on top 
form; Steve Carell, in particular, 
once again delivering the 
comedic goods as Gru, with only 
Kristen Wiig’s vocal stylings not 
quite working as the agent work¬ 
ing alongside Gru, feeling flat 


and a little forced. 

The film looks tremendous, the 
CGI animation giving the film a 
beautiful visual look accentuated 
by directors Pierre Coffin and 
Chris Renaud (who - fact alert! - 
also voice the minions) with the 
3D well worth indulging in, the 
filmmakers making the most of 
the extra dimension in some 
clever ways. 

Simplistic story aside, 
Despicable Me 2 is a breezy, 
pleasing film that works for the 
whole family, retaining the charm 
that made the first so appealing, it 
is a wonderful effort. 

VERDICT: Hugely amusing 
and charming, Despicable Me 2 
is a case of a sequel matching its 
progenitor. While the story is a 
touch flat and predictable, the 
comedy and magic of the minions 
mean that it won’t factor too 
greatly come the end credits 
(which are worth staying for!). 
Recommended.

Now Gatland gambles on his 
tried and trusted for final test 


I N what is now a sporting cliche as familiar as the 
well-worn 4 game of two halves’, Sir Alf Ramsey, 
England’s World Cup winning manager in 1966, 
first coined the tenet - “never change a winning 
team'.” 

Cliche or no, 47 years on, it remains as true for the oval ball 
as the round one - so Warren Gatland, the British & Lions 
head coach, knew the calculated gamble he was taking in mak¬ 
ing five changes from the first test for the second and penulti¬ 
mate clash with Australia at the Etihad stadium, Melbourne, on 
Saturday - admittedly, two enforced by injury. 

The pragmatic Kiwi asserted: “It’s never about not changing a 
winning team. It’s about picking the best side to do a job for us. 
Our whole focus is on winning the match, and the series...” 

Given that the Lions had declared they expected another 
tight, “brutal” battle, and were “ prepared to win ugly ”, some of 
the selections, particularly in the front five - lacking the 
injured Paul O’Connell’s formidable presence, or specialist sec¬ 
ond row cover on the bench to add muscle (no Ian Evans or 
Richie Gray) were also clearly a gamble. 

This was all the more surprising, in light of the tourists’ pre¬ 
vious problems at the scrum, highlighted once tight head prop 
Adam Jones had left the field in the first test - and it proved to 
be the case yet again in Melbourne, though this time it proved 
more costly, as the tourists slipped to an agonising 15-16 last- 
minute defeat. 

In addition, the axing of combative scrum half Mike Phillips 
in favour of the smaller, quicker Ben Youngs, caused some sur¬ 
prise, particularly as the conservative game plan called for tight 
control up front, hence the need to stiffen the weakened pack 
with the destructive Dan Lydiate. 

True, Phillips had not been at his best during the Lions’ nar¬ 
row 23-21 win in the first test, but given the context, his quali¬ 
ties as a ‘ninth forward’ were missed on Saturday, while Youngs 
failed to make the expected impact and was substituted by 
Conor Murray - ironically, a player more in the Phillips mould! 

Confusingly, the coach had stated that the Welshman was 
available for selection, but had been carrying an injury, that his

knee was “sore”, and they had decided to rest him: 

“We felt it was prudent to have him 100 per cent ready for the 
third test”. 

That had left the Lions’ camp open to the questionable notion 
that they were not as confident of clinching the series last week¬ 
end as they appeared to be - else why keep their first choice No 
9 under wraps for a third match that would have little at stake 
with mission accomplished? 

The selection gamble was soon challenged, as a fired-up 
Australia predictably targeted a perceived weakness in the 
tourists’ front row, with young loose head prop Mako Vunipola 
given a torrid time early on. 

Even so, it was the Lions who had the first chance to go 
ahead, full back Leigh Halfpenny’s penalty attempt ricocheting 
off a post - but he made amends minutes later with the first of 
five successful penalties, after Lions’ pressure - including one 
huge concerted drive that propelled the Wallabies back on their 
heels. 

However, soon the boot was on the other foot, with two penal¬ 
ties awarded in quick succession against Vunipola, which 
Christian Leali’ifano converted, but then the Lions suddenly 
won a scrum penalty of their own and Halfpenny struck to level 
the score. 

As infringements mounted on both sides, the Lions lost a line- 
out when hooker Tom Youngs threw long (something of a rarity 
on this tour!) but five minutes later, Halfpenny put the tourists 
back into the lead, only for Leali’ifano to level it again with a 
well-struck penalty. Almost on halftime, the street-wise 
Wallabies averted a try under their posts by conceding a penal¬ 
ty, which Halfpenny stroked over, to regain the lead at 12-9 - 
and 10 minutes after the change-over, he made it 15-9 with a 
fifth successful penalty. 


Then began a desperate rearguard action as the Lions grimly 
fought to hang onto their six-point margin - with the lure of a 
historic series victory tantalisingly within their grasp. However, 
there were shades of recent Welsh misfortunes against the men 
from Oz, as the embattled tourists faced heartbreak at the 
death. 

With just three minutes left on the clock, their resistance 
finally broke under a remorseless onslaught, when Australia, 
having spurned an easy penalty, launched a final attack that 
saw Adam Ashley-Cooper cross over for a try converted by 
Leali’ifano to secure a one-point, 16-15, lead. 

As the warning hooter went to signal the end of another 
heart-stopping cliff-hanger, Halfpenny had one last chance with 
a penalty kick from more than 50 metres - but alas, this time it 
was not to be. 

“The last thing we want is to be 1-1 going into Sydney for the 
final test ”, Gatland had said before the outset. 

He and the assistant coaches know that the pendulum has 
now swung away and that is the reality... The Wallabies, who 
have yet to hit their full stride, go into Saturday’s decider with 
their tails high; while the Lions (minus their inspiring skipper, 
Sam Warburton) will have to step up several gears from the 
two earlier test performances if they are to prevail. 

• As The GEM was going to press yesterday, the team was 
announced, showing 10 Welshmen in all - and the bombshell 
dropping of Brian O’Driscoll from the match 23.
